Drawings

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 1 and 18, lines 10-11, it is not clear what "data" is cancelled from the at 
least one signal. According to the teaching in the specification, the canceller performs 
cancellation of the CPICH and CCPCH spread signals from the received signal. See 
specification page 1 9, lines 25-27, for example. In other words, the canceller's function 
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is limited to the cancellation of CPICH and CCPCH spread signals, and no other data 
are cancelled by the canceller according to the teaching in the specification. Thus, the 
vague limitation should be clarified to reflect what really is the invention. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 -20 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Prior art fail to teach CDMA downlink receiver and reception method as claimed 
in the present claims including the features of canceller for canceling the common pilot 
channel (CPICH) and a common control channel (CCPCH) spread signals in the at least 
one communication channel from the at least one signal based on the output of the 
code generator and the fist path searcher.
